LONDON, May 14.—Mutual Life In- 
surance Company policy holders 
thronged the offices of the North Brit- 
ish and Mercantile Insurance Company 
to-day, eager to avail themselves of 
the English company's offer to rein- 
sure them. 

Neither Mr. Haldeman nor the Di- 
rectors of the North British have the 
slightest doubt that the scheme of 
transfer they have devised will be 
gladly accepted by the bulk of the Mut- 
ual policy holders. All the insurance 
experts who have commented on the 
arrangement Mr. Haldeman has made 
for his old patrons congratulate them 
heartily. 

The precise arrangement is set forth 
in Mr. Haldeman’s circular to policy 
holders as follows: 

“Each policy holder is to surrender 
his policy in the Mutual to the North 
British and Mercantile Insurance 
Company, and in exchange, upon pay- 
ment of the same premium as provided 
in his Mutual policy, is to receive

SAYS OFFER HAS A STRING. 


View of Vice President McClintock 
of the Mutual Life. 


As Vice President McClintock of the 
Mutual Life Insurance Company under- 
stands it, the North British Company does 
not offer to reinsure for the full amounts 
of present policies without any examina- 
tion in consideration of the surrender 
values paid to policy holders of the Mutual | 
who may decide to cash in, but simply of- 
fers to give new insurance based on the 
surrender values, which would involve a 
considerable loss to the policy holders. 
Mr. McClintock said yesterday: 

“TI doubt the possibility of any com- 
pany undertaking to take over the policlés 
of another without re-examination. The 
offer to take over these policies now turns 
out to have a stout string tide to it. The 
British company is not willing to take 
all policies, but only certain kinds. It will] 
take all that are otherwise satisfactory, 
but in practice the scheme provides for 
individual application. The North British 
Company offers to take over the policies 
a thousand at a time, but when a thou- 
sand have made application one by one, 
as will be necessary in the conditions, the 
policy holders will find that they have 
' th be re-examined as individuals.” 

Calling attention to his understanding 
that the new insurance would be based on 
surrender values alone, Mr. McClintock 
said: 

“This is merely a general invitation to 
every one to pleasé come over and be 
twisted into their company. I don't think 
that many policy holders will do this. 
Some may, but I believe that there will 
be good sense enough in most of them to! 
git tight.” 

Asked whetber the Mutual would un- 
dertake retaliatory Mr. 
Clintock said: | 

**I don’t know what will be done. We 
might not want to accept wholesale the 
policy holders of the North British Com- 
pany. I shall have to look that matter 
over when I get there.

MOB HANGS WOMAN TWICE. 
Then Buries Her in eed. but She 
Escapes from Grave.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., May 14.—Mrs, Mat- 


tie McIntosh of Okolona, Miss., who is 
accused of the murder of her husband, 
was lynched last night by a mob of her 
neighbors and hastily buried under loose 
earth, leaves, and brush in the belief that 


ehe was dead. She finally recovered, 
scratched her way out of her grave, and 
walked back to town. 

McIntosh left his home the night of 
May 11 to visit a neighbor and never re- 
turned home. Subsequently rains washed 
out his headless body from a shallow 
grave not far from his home. The next 
day Mrs. McIntosh was arrested for the 
murder. She was released on a nominal 
bond@*of $509, the Justices holding that the 
actual murder was the work of some one 
else. 

Incensed at the action of the Justices, 
® mob took her from her home last 
night. The members demanded that she 
reveal the names of her confederates. 
Failing to obtain this confession, they 
swung her up. She was let down and 
again asked for the names. She did 
not give the required information, and 
again was strung up. 

The second time she was suspended for 
a much longer period. When the wo- 
man was lowered the second time she 
was unconscious. An examination con- 
vinced the mob that she was dead. She 
was then taken to the woods, buried 
under some brush and leaves, and the 
mob dispersed. Mrs. McIntosh finally 
recovered consciousness, and made her 
way to town, where she exhibited her 
bruises and marked neck in substantia- 
tion of her story. The woman will be 
held in jail for her own protection until 
tried, and those of the mob who were 
recognized will be prosecuted for assault 
to commit murder. 


AN EXPLOSION IN BELLEVUE. 


Hospital Inmates Alarmed by the 
Bursting of a Steam Pipe. 


Soon after 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
a series of smothered reports and then a 
ripping sound echoed through Bellevue 
Hospital. The building trembled, and the 
clerks in the information bureau on the 
ground floor ran into the yard, thinking 
the building might fall. 

There was another loud report and a 
cloud of steam came from the offices on 
the ground floor. A number of men from 
the basement below the ground floor ran 
across the lawn to the boiler house, 
where they shut off the steam connecting 
with the heating plant in the hospital 
building. Dr. Vanderhoff, coming down 
to the ground floor from the offices one 
flight up, was struck on the arm and head 
by a section of steam pipe packing and 
pieces of plaster from about the broken 
steampipes. After the’ steam had been 
shut off it was found that the plug at 
the end of the big ten-inch steam main 
supply pipe had been blown out. 

There had been no steam in the hospital 
for several days, but.it. was.turned on 
again last night. Meanwhile the main 
pipe had become filled with water and 
it did not expand uniformly when the 
steam entered it. : 


ATTACKS R, |. TRACTION DEAL. 


$8,000,000 Providence Company, Stock- 
holder Says, Won't Give Terms.

PROVIDENCE, R. I., May 14.—A bill of 
complaint was filed in the United States 
Cireult Court.this afternoon by George 
W. Sabre of this city, which attacks the 
legality of the transfer of stock, fran- 
chises, &c., of the United Traction and 
Electric Company to the Rhode Island 
Securities Company. 

The capital stock of the Traction Com- 
pany is $8,000,000, and the complainant 
owns 400 shares. The same company 
owned and held the stock of the entire 
street railway system of this city and 
Pawtucket, 

The Rhode Isiand Securities Company 
consists of Marsden J. Perry, United 
States Senator Nelson G. Aldrich, and 
others In this State as well as New York 
and Philadelphia capitalists, the United 
Gas and Improvement Company of Phila- 
delphia owning a majority of the stock. 
The entire system was in 1902 hased to 
the operating company for a term of 
ninety-nine years, and dividends of 5 
per cent. per annum guaranteed to the 
stockholders of the United Traction Com- 
pany. 

The plaintiff complains that the lease 
has never been recorded, that he has been 
unable to ascertain the terms specified, 
and that the stockholders were not con- 
sulted. He asks that the court direct the 
present controlling interests to make a 
full accounting.

CLERGYMEN DENOUNCE 
BIGOTRY IN RELIGION 


Adherence to Tradition Decried 
at Union Alumni Dinner. 


SPEAKERS WARMLY CHEERED 


Dr. Hyde Says: “Seminary Graduates 
Can Comfort Sisters Weaker Than 
Themselves, and That’s All.” 


Had the Rev. Dr. Crapsey been a guest 
at the annual dinner of the Alumni of 
the Union Theological Seminary, held last 
night in the banquet hall of the Hotel St, 
Denis, he would have felt himself thor- 
oughly at home, for the speakers of the 
evening—there were three of them—had 
no hesitancy in decrying the doctrine of 
stubborn adherence to traditions and in 
proclaiming that the greatest religious 
truths were yet to be discovered. 

There were 200 clergymen present when 
Dr, William De Witt Hyde, President of 
Bowdoin College, was a to speak 
on “‘ The College and the Seminary.” 

“The religious world stands to-day be- 
fore a great, fixed gulf,” he said. “ It was 
always there, but has hitherto been evad- 
ed, bridged, or concealed. On one side of 
the gulf is tradition, on the other truth; 
on one side servile repetition, on the other 
free invention; on one side imitation of 
the dead letter, on the other reproduction 
of the living spirit; on the one side con- 
strained assent to doubtful ideas, on the 
other joyous response to compelling 
ideals; on the one side extraneous revela- 
tions attested by miraculous credentials, 
on the other original righteousness ap- 
preciated by the pure in heart; on one 
side passive hope of a better world 
hereafter, and on the other active work 
for the betterment of conditions here. 

‘‘The College of Tradition has a fixed 
curriculum composed mainly of dead lan- 
guages and changeless mathematics. On 
top of it is placed a course of Christian- 
ity, alming to prove by what is found in 
the world a God who never can be found 
outside it, and to confirm the student in 
the childish views of religion he brought 
with him from the nursery. 

“Of course, all the yirlle, vigorous fel- 
lows in such an institution plunge into 
dissipation. What else is there genuine 
and interesting for them to do? While the 
strong and vigorous majority of the boys 
go straight to the bad, there will be a 
feeble remnant who meekly swallow the 
pre-digested intellectual food offered them 
and, for the sake of its sugar coating of 
prizes and scholarships, profess to like 
it. Out of the most feeble in this weak 
minority the candidates for the ministry 

re chosen. They have never done a bit 
of original thinking or independent acting 
in their lives. r 

“The Seminary of Tradition is tenfold 
more the child of this same docile un- 
reality. Dead languages, the deadest of 
the dead, are the ‘spinal column of the 
course. The student must be taught the 
exact words in which the miraculous and 
final revelation was deposited, Church his- 
tory is the cut and dried narrative of the 
precise views and ceremonies and institu- 
tions of the particular denomination to 
which, in the providence of God, the stu- 
dent and the seminary happen to belong. 
Dogmatics are injected by authoritative 
dictation, lest if taken by the method of 
reading, discussion, and reflection some 
precious particle might be regurgitated 
which would be proof of dangerous heresy. 
Add a few points about raising money for 
foreign missions and home expenses and 
the proper course of training has been 
carried out. 

“If you send a student from the College 
of Tradition to the Seminary of Truth 
his contracted lungs cannot breathe the 
free air. His faith seems to be slipping 
away from him. The regult is unpleas- 
ant, but, on the whole, harmless. And 
what of the student who comes from the 
side of light and liberty to the seminary 
bound in darkness and tradition? You 
cannot make him believe that Christianity 
is anytihng but a fabric of priestly and 
professorial lies, The man who has grad- 
uated from a college and a seminary, 
both of the traditional type, is useless and 
juiceless. He can doubtless comfort a 
few sisters weaker than himself, but 
that is all. He is dead the day he grad- 
uates. 

“The world is unquestionably longing 
for true leadership, but the young men 
don’t know it. Two tramps were loitering 
about a yard in which a watchdog, ob- 
serving them, was barking furiously. 

*** Let's go in,’ said one of the tramps; 
‘don’t you know a barking dog never 
bites?’ 

“* Yes,’ said the other tramp, ‘I know 
it, and you know it, but the dog doesn’t.’ 

“ XYou_know and I know that there are 
many churches that want an honest and 
fearless minister, but the young men 
don't know it and the heresy trials don’t 
help them to find it out. They believe, 
rightly or wrongly, that the ecclesiastical 
machinery is in the hands of the same 
sort of men who held it in Jesus's day— 
who will neither look the truth squarely 
in the face nor suffer any one who does 


to enter the official service of the 
churches they control.” 

Dr. Hyde's address was liberally punc- 
tuated by applause, and when he con- 
cluded he was cheered for some minutes. 
The Rev. Dr. Williston Walker, Professor 
in the Yale Divinity School, had some- 
thing to say of the relations which should 
exist between college and seminary, and 
the Rev. Dr. George William Knox, Act- 
ing President of Union Theological Semi- 
nary, was introduced as a preacher of 
whom it might be sung before he began 
bis sermon, “ My Soul, Be on the Guard,” 

“When I assumed the acting Presidency 
of Union,” he said, ‘I received man 
letters. There was not one of these let 
ters which told me to find the truth and 
proclaim it. All.the writers warned me 
not to ‘do something awful.’ 

“Despite these warnings I am here to 
say that the truth that is to come is 
srootee than that which men now know. 

here is no such thing as authority in 
theology, as there is no such thing as 
authority in philosophy. The trouble is 
that the Church doesn’t want the prophet, 
but the scribe.and the traditionalist. 

“The situation of affairs reminds me 
of a story I saw about a doctor of the 
year 1950, who, called in to treat a pa- 
tient, looked him over, and then. whis- 
pered: . 

““* You've got stomach trouble. I can't 
handle your case, for my union doesn’t 
allow me to treat below the neck.’ 

“The churches don't want ministers 
who preach above the neck.”’

SANTO DOMINGO IN NEED. 


Money Runs Low and Customs Bear 
Heavily on the People.

BOSTON, May 14.—A special dispatch 
to The Transcript from.San Juan, Porto 
Rico, says: az 

‘Information just received from Santo 
Domingo is to the effe¢t that the re- 
sources of the republic, strained to the 
utmost under President Morales’s ré- 
gime in order to cover the most urgent 
necessities of the administration, are no 
longer sufficient to run the Government 
and at the same time satisfy the many 
demands of President Caceres’s followers, 
whose only object In fighting for him was 
the promise of speedy and abundant re- 
ward. 

“This reward in the majority of cases 
has not been forthcoming, and Caceres 
and his Cabinet are at their wits’ end to 
satisfy the demands. Already many of 
the dissatisfied Generals are loud in their 
complaints, and the greatest caution is 
needed in dealing with these refractory 
subjects. : ‘ 

“The artisans are also discontented, 
for since the advent of the Caceres ad- 
ministration all the public works begun 
by the Morales Government have been 
discontinued. The customs duties, at all 
times distressing, are now unbearable to 
the middle and lower orders. The price 
ef sugar has fallen and the scarcity of 
work has driven the laborer to /despera- 
tion.”’ 


CARNEGIE TO PAY THE COST. 


Missionary’s Book on Origin of Chinese 
Languages to be Published. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PITTSBURG, May 14—It was an- 
nounced at the meeting of the Presby- 
terian ministers in this city this morning 
that Andrew Carnegie has contracted for 
the publication of the book of the Rev. 
Frank Chalfant on the origin of the Chi- 
nese languages. The Rev. Mr. Chalfant 
is a Pittsburg missionary who has spent 
many years in China. 

Great difficulty was experienced in pre- 
paring the work. Hundreds of photo- 
graphs had to be made of the Chinese 
characters, and these will all be repro- 
duced in half tone. The publication of 
the work will cost a large sum of money, 
and Mr. Carnegie has consented to pay all 
the expenses. 

The Government geological testing 
laboratory at St. Louis will not be 
removed to this city and made a 
part of the Carnegie Technical Schools. 
The announcement was made to-day 
by Director Arthur Hammerschlag of 
the schools. Mr. Carnegie offered to 
give $500,000 to pay the expense of re- 
moval and provide quarters for it if it 
was made a part of the Technical 
Schools. The Government has declined 
the offer. 


SIGNS REAPPORTIONMENT LAW 


Gov. Higgins Approves Bill Increasing 
Senate Districts. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, May 14.—Gov. Higgins to-day 
signed the Reapportionment bill) whereby 
the Senate’s membership is increased to 
61 and the districts of the 150 Assembly- 
men will be radically changed. 

In brief, the bill provides that there 
shall be 8 Senate districts in Brooklyn and 
12 in Manhattan and the Bronx, with 
Richmond and Queens in one district and 
Nassau and Suffolk in another. The 55 
counties north of the Bronx divide 29 
Senatorships. 

The reapportionment of Assemblymen 
leaves New York County with 35, as at 
present; increases Kings from 21 to 23, 
gives Queens 4, where it now has 2, and 
divides another with Nassau. Richmond 
gets 1, as at present. Westchester’s mem- 
bership in the lower House is increased 
from 8 to 4. 

Rensselaer, Onondaga, Oswego, Broome, 
Cattaraugus, Albany, and Cayuga each 
lose one member; Nassau gets one to it- 
self, Monroe’s membership is increased 
from 4 to 5 and Erie’s from 8 to 9. 

This reapportionment is for ten years. 
In New York City the Board of Aldermen 
are charged with the duty of erecting 
Assembly districts and elsewhere the 
Boards of Supervisors perform the work. 

It is declared on all sides that the re- 
apportionment comes as near being a Re- 
publican gerrymander as the majority in 
the Legislature could make it.

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MURDERS OF OFFICIALS 
MARK RUSSIAN MAY DAY 


Vice Admiral Kuzmich Stabbed to 
Death in St. Petersburg. 


BOMB KILLS POLICE CAPTAIN 


Four Persons Dead and Nineteeen 
Wounded as Result of Assas- 
sin’s Deed in Warsaw. 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 14.—The cele- 
bration of the Russian May Day to-day 
was marked by the assassination of two 
high officials. 

At the new Admiralty Works in this 
city, Vice Admiral Kuzmich, Commander 
of the Port, who was very unpopular with 
the workmen because of his despotic 
ways, was stabbed to the heart by a work- 
man after he had tried to prevent a May 
Day demonstration. 

In Warsaw, Police Captain Constantin- 
off was standing in a street this after- 
noon with two policemen and four sol- 
diers, when a young man threw a bomb 
into the group. The explosion of the 
bomb literally tore Capt, Constantinoff to 
pieces and severely wounded a policeman 
and six other persons. 

The assassin tried to escape, and, firing 
his revolver, wounded a soldier. The other 
soldiers replied with a volley, killing the 
assassin and two other persons. The sol- 
ders then, with their bayonets and the 
butts of their guns, attacked the people 
who had gathered, wounding eleven per- 
sons, making a total of four killed and 
nineteen wounded. 

Capt. Constantinoff’s life had been 
sought since Many Day of last year, 
when he ordered the soldiers to fire on a 
procession of Socialists, causing the death 
of thirty persons, 

Most of the 2,000 men employed at the 
Admiralty works here reported for duty 
at 5 o'clock this morning. They wanted 
to march out in a body there and then 
to celebrate the day, but finally agreed 
to work till 2 o’clock in the afternoon. 
The Admiral, however, made a speech 
to the men, saying that he could not 
agree to their leaving work at 2 o'clock, 
and the matter was left open, 

At about 9:30 o'clock, according te an 
officer who was at the gate of the works, 
the Admiral was emerging from a small 
shop in the works when a workman who 
had been concealed around the corner of 
the building leaped on him from behind 
and drove a long dagger into his back. 
The Admiral expired immediately. The 
assassin fled into a large forge, where 
he was lost among the men employed 
there. The works were promptly sur- 
rounded by troops and police, but the 
search for the murderer was unavailing, 
his comrades professing ignorance of his 
identity. The police say it is evident the 


murder was planned in advance. The}

INSURANCE COMPANY LOSES. 


U. 8. Supreme Court Says a State

ham delivered the opinion of the Supreme

Life Insurance Company vs. the Insur- 
ance Commissioner of the State of Ken- 
tucky, In favor of the State.

Also Says He Saw Chandler as 


Tillman’s Emissary. 


THIS ENTIRELY UNTRUE--TILLMAN 


Moody Declares He Did Not Commit 


the President—Knew Nothing 
of President’s Change.

WASHINGTON, May 14.—President 
Roosevelt, after forty-eight hours of false 
alarms, to-night issued his reply to the 
charges made by Senator Tillman in the 
Senate on Friday that the President had 
betrayed the Democrats after seeking an 
alliance with them on the Rate bill. This 
reply was in the form of a létter to Sen- 
ator Allison, with an appendix in a letter 
from Attorney General Moody. 

Mr. Roosevelt declares that he saw .ex- 
Senator Chandler as an emissary of Sen- 
ator Tillman, and did not send Mr, Chand. 
ler to Mr. Tillman. He holds that he dis- 
cussed the Rate bill with Mr, Chandler 
just as he discussed it with many other 
persons, but committed himself to noth- 
ing except that he wanted the Hepburn 
bill to pass the Senate substantially as it 
came from the House, 

“In no case,” he says, “ either in- the 


case of Mr, Chandler or any one else, was 
there the slightest opportunity for any 
honest misconception of my attitude or 
any belief that I pledged myself specifie- 
ally to one and only one amendment or 
set of amendments, or that I would not 
be satisfied with any amendment which 
preserved the essential features of the 
Hepburn bill as it came from the House.” 

He declares the Allison amendment as 
adopted accomplished that purpose, 

Mr. Moody reviews the ;' conversa- 
tions” he had with Senators Bailey and 
Tillman at the President's request, and 
declares that he had advised the Presi- 
dent not to commit himself to any amend- 
ment, and that he did not commit the 
President. 

Mr. Moody admits, however, that he did 
not know of the acceptance of the Allison 
amendment until he was informed of it 
by Messrs. Tillman and Chandler. 

Mr. Roosevelt's statement says nothing 
about the issue of veracity raised between 
Mr. Chandler and himself over the re- 
marks Mr. Chandler said the Presid®it 
made about Messrs. Knox, Foraker, and 
Spooner. 

‘No statement was issued from the Dem- 
ocratic side to-night. Messrs. Tillman and 
Chandler urged that one be made, but 
Senator Bailey declared the President's 
statement was so weak that it required no 
answer. <As to the President’s statement 
that Mr. Chandler went as Mr. Tillman's 
emissary, Mr. Tillman said: 

“It is entirely untrue." 

Mr. Allison may lay the President’s 
letter before the Senate to-day, and ther 
the Democrats are likely to have some- 
thing further to say. 


LETTER OF THE PRESIDENT, 


The President's letter reads as follows: 
The White House, 
Washington, May 14, 1906. 

My Dear Senator Allison: As Senator 
Tillman brought in your name in connec- 
tion with mine in the statement he made 
concerning our relations to the Rate bill 
last Saturday it is perhaps due to you 
that I should write you on the matter. 

After the Rate bill was reported from 
the committee, and after, by vote of the 
committee Mr. Tillman had been put in 
charge of it, many Senators and many 
outsiders came to see me with reference 
to it. Among others I was asked to see 
ex-Senator Chandler as representing Mr. 
Tillman, who was in charge of the bill, 

I stated in response that I was of course 
entirely willing to see Mr. Tillman per- 
sonally or to see Mr. Chandler or any one 
else who could speak for him, and I ac- 
cordingly directed my secretary to make 
an appointment for Mr. Chandler to gee 
me.

Reply by the President Opposed. 
The circumstances surrounding the is- 
suance of the President's statement gave 
strong evidence of division of opinion

In the Senate on Saturday Mr. Lodge 
practically announced that this statement 
would be made when the President had 
had time to read Mr. Tillman's statement, 
and significantly added that it would be 
of a character to satisfy the ‘ utmost 
curiosity’ of Messrs. Tillman and Bailey.

out that night. 

This morning it was announced that no 
statement would be given out to-day, and 
the evening papers so stated. Later in 
the day it was announced that the state- 
ment would be given out in the Senate b 
Mr. Allison. The result was a rush o 
| correspondents to the Capitol, 

Although Mr. Allison had received the 
statement he did not give it out. To in- 
quirers he said crisply: 

“I shall not voluntarily give out any 
statement.” What he meant by “ volun- 
tarily ’ he did not explain. 

Then, late in the afternoon, it was an- 
nounced that the statement would be 
given out at the White House at 6 o’clock, 
and it was.

These actions are the result of revela- 
tions of mismanagement in the Mutual's 
supply department, the vouchers from 
which had to be passed by the Expendi- 
tures Committee of the board.

$25,000 each for the purposes of a “ con- 
fidential political fund,” which Mr. Oli- 
phant sanctioned, according to vouchers 
introduced in evidence before the Arm- 
strong Committee. They constitute the 


responsibility of any of the mismanage- 
ment of the McCurdy administration back 
to the committee of the board which had 
the matter in charge, and are a departure 
from the “stand pat” policy which an 
official of the company said last week 
had been adopted, 


Amount Involved Not Yet Known. 


How much will be involved in the new 
suits cannot be told yet, as the Truesdale 
Investigating Committee has not apprised 
the board of the amount it believes was 
lost to the company through Andrew C. 
Fields. The District Attorney's office 
has thrown more light on the Mutual’s 
supply department in the last ten days 
than the Truesdale Committee has done 
in the seven months of its existence. 

There are two other committees of the 
Mutual which are directly affected by the 
revelations before the Armstrong Com- 
mittee in much the same way as the Ex- 
penditures Committee. One is the sub- 
committee of the Finance Committee, 
which raised the salary of President Mc- 
Curdy from $100,000 to $150,000 in 1901, 
and the other is the agency committee, 
which was charged under the by-laws in 
torce until yesterday with the supervision 
of the agency business. 

The company is now seeking to recover 
from Mr. McCurdy the extra $50,000 add- 
ed to his salary at that time. It is also 
suing the McCurdys and the members of 
the firm of Charles H. Raymond & Co. 
for an accounting of several millicn dol- 
lars representing the profits of the Ray- 
mond partnership, in which Robert H. 
McCurdy, President McCurdy’s son, and 
Louls A. Thebaud were successively 
partners,

ARMY TO. CONCENTRATE 
IN SIX GREAT CAMPS 


Big Summer Campaign Planned 
by War Department. 


NOW DEPENDS ON CONGRESS 


Appropriation Expected to be Passed— 
Plan Favored by the President — 
National Guards May Participate. 


Six great concentration camps, in which 
practically the entire strength of the reg- 
ular army now in the United States, with 
the exception of the companies of coast 
artillery, will be mobilized for instruc- 
tion in the art of war, are to be estab- 
lished in this country this Summer if 
President Roosevelt has his way and 
Congress appropriates the money neces- 
sary to carry the plans intro effect. 

The country is divided into nine mill- 
tary departments, and of these depart- 
ments three are to be consolidated in one 
instance, and two in another, in the con- 
centration camps, while the other four 
departments, all of which, with the ex- 
ception of the Department of Texas, are 
in the East, will-each have a camp of 
its own. 

Although Congress has as yet made no 
appropriation, the War Department is so 
certain that its action will be favorable 
that already orders have been sent to the 


various department commanders instruct- 
ing them to make the preliminary prepa- 
rations for the mobilization of the troops 
in the great camps, which, according to 
the present plan, are to be opened on

Still another site suggested in this 
State is near Northville, in the State 
Forest Reservation, but’ here the _ hills 
are rocky, and there are much underbrush 
and many stumps in the valley. 

Piattsburg Barracks have also been rec- 
ommended, as has also a strip of land 
known as Pine Plains, near Watertown. 
It is not thought that either of these 
places will be selected. A place certainly 
not to be considered is the Conewago 
Valley in Lancaster, Dauphin, and Lé¢b- 
anon Counties, Penn. This is a splen- 
did site, but the yasce asked for its rental 
is prohibitive. he report on Montauk 
Point, considered by many an idea] spot, 
has not been received. 

Despite the fact that the place of con- 
centration is as yet unknown, even to the 
highest officers, there is little doubt that 
New York will get the camp.

GREAT EARTHQUAKE FISSURES 


One Said to be Hundreds of Feet Deep 
—Another Swaliowed a Cow. 


Special Correspondence Tom New YORK TIMES. 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 10.—The Cali- 
fornia newspapers are now getting from 
the small towns of the State some strik- 
ing accounts of what the earthquake did 
in those places. John K. Orr, a ranch 
owner of Marin County, called on Presi- 
dent Wheeler of the University of Cali- 
fornia the other day and told him that if 
his geology department wanted to unearth 
some rich finds it had better go down to 
the section around Bolinas Bay. 

The earth, Mr. Orr said, had been torn 
up so that he hardly recognized his place. 
He declared that there was an immense 
fissure extending along the ocean shore 
from Tomales Bay, and going into the in- 
terlor at one point. This fissure, he as- 
sured President Wheeler, is twenty miles 
long, and at places “ several hundred feet 
deep.” 

Another of Mr. Orr’s reports concerned 
@ cow on the ranch of his cousin, P. J. 
Shater. The men were out milking the 
herd when, at 5:15 A. M., the earthquake 
came along. Mr. Orr said that the ground 
opened under one of the cows which was 
apart from the rest, and that she was 
buried alive, twenty feet down. If any- 


body doubted it, Mr. Orr said, he could 
go and see for himself. 

San Francisco is going to have a his- 
tory of her earthquake. The work of 
coliccting data for it has already been 
well started, under the direction of Prof. 
Henry Morse Stephens of the University 
of California, who is probably the best- 
known historian on the Pacific Coast. 


FOUND THE WEST THRIVING. 


W. H. Moore Tells of Conditions Afong 
Rock Island’s Lines. 


W. H. Moore, who, with other members 
of the Rock Island party, has just re- 
turned from a trip of inspection over the 
lines of the Rock Island and ’Frisco sys- 
tems, said yesterday that he had been 
greatly impressed with the prosperity 
/that was apparent In all the sections of 
the country which he visited during his 
trip to the West. Judge Moore said: 

“On this trip we did not touch a single 
city nor a single section of the country 
that was not growing fast. St, Louis, 
| Chicago, and Kansas City are making 
very substantial growth. 

“ A thing that struck me in the South- 
west is that the farming is scientific. 
The people find out just what the soil will 
produce before they plant it. The Gov- 
ernment and the railroads have done a 


splendid work for that country in plac- 
ing the farming on this basis. 

“Out in West Kansas and -Western 
Nebraska they are raising, on what were 
the semi-arid lands, two crops of alfalfa, 
and are making fairly successful efforts 
in wheat culture. Only a few years ago 
land in that region sold at $1.50 an acre. 
The same lands now sell from $30 to $40 
an acre. That speaks for itself. 

“In the Indian Territory, Oklahoma, 
and the newer parts of Texas and West- 
ern Kansas we found a 20 to 25 per cent. 
increase in wheat acreage. On the 
southern part of our 4 we found the 
wheat heading out, and they will be cut- 
ting in the next three or four weeks. In 
Kansas they will cut about June 15 to 
June 20.” 


MRS. HOLME LOSES HER CASE, 


Her Suit Against Her Husband, ex- 
Justice Holme, Is Dismissed. 


dismissed the complaint yesterday in the

FAMILY OF 9 MURDERED; 
THEIR HOME BURNED 


Preacher, His Wife and Seven 
Young Children the Victims. 


FLORIDA TOWN TAKES ACTION 


Milton Raises Fund of $1,000 for Cap- 
ture. of the Murderers and Ap- 
peals to the Governor. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PENSACOLA, Fla., May 14.—An itiner- 
ant preacher named Ackerman, his wife, 
and seven children, the oldest between 13 
and 14 years of age, were murdered last 
night, and their bodies cremated in their 
home which was fired by the murderers, 
The crime was committed in Santa Rosa 
County, ten miles north of Milton. 

A fund of over $1,000 has been raised by 
the citizens of Milton which will be of- 
fered as a reward for the apprehension of 
the murderers, and the Governor has been 
asked to offer a reward on behalf of the 


State. 
The crime was discovered this morning 
by persons with whom Ackerman had 


an appointment. They found the home a 
mass of ruins and the charred bodies of 

Ackerman, his wife, and children among 

the wreckage. There were indications 

that all had been murdered before the 
building was fired, as the skull of each 
was crushed. 

The body of Ackerman was found near 
| the doorway leading from the bedroom 
in which he slept, and by his side was a 

revolver. .The body of Mrs. Ackerman, 
who gave birth to a child on Friday last, 
was with that of her infant child at the 

threshold of the house. The oldest child 
was found near the door leading out 
| to the front porch. The bodies of three 

boys be practically where the bed upon 
| which they slept had stood. 

When a party from Milton reached the 
scene about 11 o’clock the ruins of the 
building were still burning, which seemed 
to indicate that the fire had been started 
several hours after midnight, 

The country near by is sparsely settled, 
the nearest neighbor residing about one- 
quarter of a mile away. This neighvor 
says he knew nothing of the fire until 
early this morning, when he saw that the 
building had been destroyed and. notified 
other neighbors before trying to. ascer- 
tain the damage. 

Ackerman moved to the settlement 
which was known as Allenton from Op), 
Ala., about three years ago. While he 
had no regular charge, it was his custom 
|}to preach oceasionally throughout that 
|section of Santa Rosa County. He was 
not known to have had any enemies, and 
the motive for the crime is a mystery.

in evidence, 

As Mrs. Grunhutt {ts the complainant | 
and principal witness for the prosecution, 
this ruling would have rendered it neces- 
sary for Aseistant District Attorney Gar- 
van to drop the case against the former 
broker. At the afternoon session Mr. Gar- 
van piled up precedents to bear out his 
contention that it was proper to admit 
the testimony of a former wife, and the 
Recorder, after considering the citations, 
reversed his former ruling. 

When the trial is resumed this morning 
Mrs. Grunhutt will accordingly go on the 
stand and tell her story. Mr. McIntyre, 
after the final ruling of Recorder Goff, 
moved that the jury be excluded from the 
courtroom while ghe testifies in order 
that such parts of the testimony as might

At the death of 
Grunhutt, Tewksbury, she said, assumed 
the management of her estate. 

Mr. Garvan in outlining the case to the 
jury said that on Jan, 18, , Tewks- 

ury had called his wife up on the tele- 
phone and told her that if she wanted 


to save any of the large sums of money | 


she had already advanced him she must 
let him have the bonds to show a creditor 
who suddenly had developed doubts as 
to his solvency, and was in a position to 
ruin him. Tewksbury, according to Mr. 
Garvan, promised to return the bonds 
the same evening, and on the strength of 
that promise Mrs. Grunhutt took them 
from her safe deposit vault and gave them 
to him. Mr. Garvan added: 

“The records show that ten minutes 
after obtainin the bonds, Tewksbur 
took them to the office of Harvey, Fis 
& Co., where he sold them for $11,450.”

Trees had been taken up by the roots and 
used, as it were, to belabor the surround- 
ing country.

“The Union Metallic Cartridge Company 
will recoup for all damage done to prop- 
erty.

The shocks caused by the explosions 
were felt most strongly at New Haven, 
eighteen miles to the east of this place, 
with the exception of the shock at ke- 
view House.

Hummel’s counsel, on the ground that his 
client had been compelled to give testi- 
mony before the Grand Jury which testi- 
mony was afterward used against him. 

Justice Seott refers to the fact that a 
similar motion had been denied by Jus- 
tice Davy, who declared that Hummel’s 
constitutional rights had not “been in- 


vaded and that the Appellate Division and 
Court of Appeals had upheld this deci- 


sion. 
Hummels counsel contended that while 


the Appellate Division decided that a 
writ of prohibition would not He in the 
case, a majority of the Judges held that 
Hiummel had been deprived of the protec- 
tion afforded him by the Constitution. 
Justice Scott says a careful reading of 
the decision does not bear out this conten- 


tion. ”

The Uni- 
versity of New York, Columbia University, 
the Women’s College, and various public 
institutions and buildings will be shown 
him to-day, if the weather is fair. The 
Maharaja said yesterday that he would 
later visit Washington and a number of 
Western cities. He added: 

“Tam thinking seriously of introducing 
compulsory education in my district. In 
the higher schools English is taught, and 
in the lower the vernacular. Our people 
are frugal, industrious, and eager for 
knowledge. The missionaries are doing 
much good with hospital work and in 
teaching manual labor. In the matter of 
religion the philosophy of the Hindu is so 
elastic that it easily adapts itself to any 
|form of religion, but that is for each man 
to say for himself, and generally it is more 
or less ot a personal matter—religion, 

‘“‘T am glad to say that the caste bar- 
riers are breaking down slowly.”

DEWEY SAYS WE NEED 


LARGER NAVY FOR PEACE 


Admiral Addresses Founders and 


Patriots of America. 


WANTS MORE SHIPS AND MEN 


The How Warlike 
Preparations May Be the Best 


Society Hears 


Guarantee Against Strife. 


To be 
Founders and Patriots of America on 
your ancestors must have migrated to 
America between 1607 and 1657. Further- 
more, you must be able to prove that 
none of your later ancestors gave aid or 
Sympathy to the British in the War of 
the Revolution. So it is a very select 
body, and the tenth annual dinner of the 
New York Society of the Order of Found- 
ers and Patriots of America 
marked by the large number of diners. 

Admiral George Dewey was the chief 
guest. He sat near the centre cf the 
long table, at the right of Toastmaster 
Theodore Fitch, and, when he rose to 
speak, first on the list, there were lusty 
cheers from men and women. For the 
Founders and Patriots always bring their 
Wives with them. 

“ The is our Nation's most yalu- 
able insurance policy,”’ said Mr. Fitch fn 
introducing Admiral Dewey, “ insurance 
against foreign aggression. The largest 
appropriation from Congress for the navy 
is the truest economy and the wisest in- 
vestment. Congress should see to it that 
our navy is second to none—” 

“We'll nominate you 
cried a woman in pink in front of the 
speaker. 

Mr. Fitch waved the proffered honor 
aside, and, indicating Admiral Dewey, 
said: 

“In all the history of the American 
Navy, from the days of John Paul Jones 
down to the beginning of the twentieth 
century, no name is more illustrious than 
that of the modest sailor who sits be- 
side me. I present to you Admiral George 
Dewey.” 

There were three loud cheers, while all 
the diners stood and waved their 
kins. First of all the Admiral expressed 
regret at the absence of the newly elected 
Governor General of the order, Robert B. 
Roosevelt, who could not attend on ac- 
count of illness. Speaking of the navy, 
Admiral Dewey said: 

*““We don’t want war. We want a navy 
to prevent war. We need more ships 
and we need more men. We have the best 
navy in the world now—I believe that 
And I believe it because our enlisted men 
are young men, Americans, intelligent, 
brave. Why, they could fight the ship if 
every officer on board were killed. 

“There was target practice on the Mis- 
souri one day. A round of shots was fired, 
and not one missed the target, 1,700 yards 
away. In the turret, firing the guna, 
were fifteen men, and the average age 
of those men was 21 years. 

“The navy ig not all for war. It has 
its uses In time of peace. We hear that 
the navy did excellent work at San Fran- 
cisco. How well they did is not gen- 
erally known, for, as a rule, the navy is 
apt to hide its light under a bushel.”’ 

Edward Hagaman Hall spoke on “ The 
Early Dutch Settlers.” He referred to 
Holland as the mermaid of the nations, 
living half on water, half on land, and 
he said that Theodore Roosevelt's heredi- 
tary Dutch instinct made him dig the 
Panama Canal. 

Both Mr, Hall and John §. Wise ex- 
tolled the Dutch for their bravery three 
centuries ago.

“ All the veterinarians who saw Syson- 
by,”” he said, “‘ diagnosed the case so. 
While it is not a common disease among 
horses it is not unusual. It has been 
cured without great trouble, and I have 
never regarded the difficulty as serious. 
| Whether Dr. Barrows has continued the 
former treatment of the horse or not I 
do not know. In fact I know nothing 
of the case since I left it.’’ 

Other veterinarians characterized the 
trouble as overcare, due to the immense

; nary horse his feed would have been cut 

down and ordinary treatment adminis- 
| tered, and in a short time nature would

did not respond quickly, and his owners 
becoming alarmed, tried a change otf 
treatment.

That alcohol is destined to play an import- 
ant part in automobile use In the future, pro- 
vided the bill now before the Senate removing 
the duty on denatured alcohol passes that 
body, was clearly illustrated last night at the 
Automobile Club of America. President Dave 
Hennen Morris, during his remarks on the suc- 
oess of the recent two-gallon gasoline test, 
stated that many requests had come to him for 
tests with aloohol motors. He urged the mem- 
| bers to write to their Senators requesting fav- 
orable action on the bill, He then called 
| upon F. EB. Moscovics, who was familiar, he 
said, with some of the most interesting and 
practical tests that have been made in this 
country with alcohol as a fuel for automobile 
use. 

Mr. Moscovics stated that Lee Frayer, the 
| designer of the Frayer-Miller cars, 
|} making alcohol motor tests in Ohlo for the 
| benefit of a Congressman from that State who 
| was anxious to see the practical results tn con- 
| nection with the agitation on the recent bill. 
The bill passed Congress by a large majority 
last month. 

“This Congressman,” added Mr. Moscovics, 
comes from a prohibition district of Ohio, and 
at first he was very much opposed to taking 
off the duty on alcohol until it was made

'Club Committee Compliments Two 
Gallon Test Victors. 


Awards were made last night at the Autome- 
bile Club of America, Fifth Avenue and Fifty- 
eighth Street, of the prizes won in the recent 
two-gallon gasoline efficiency test. Before the 
cups ard medals were presented President Daye 
Hennen Morris and Dr. Schuyler Skaats Wheei- 
er, Chairman of the Contest Committee, gave 
an interesting resume of the results of the 
contest, and also told what lessons that com- 
mittee had learned whereby future events of 
the same character might be improved upon. 
In this respect one of the most important state- 
ments was the frank admission that the han- 
dicaps allowed the one and two cylinder cars 
had been too severe. Both Mr. Morris and Dr. 
Wheeler said they had been more than sur 
prised at the showing made by so many of the 
cara. 

E. S. Partridge, Vice President of the De- 
cauville Automobile Company, which entered 
the winning Franklin car, accepted the gold 
cup from Dr. Wheeler. He paid a high tribute 
to the committee for its able management of 
the event.

The four-cylinder two-passenger Franklin ear 
covered eighty-seven miles in the test, scoring 
a total of 200,100 points by the committee's 
formula, by which 800 pounds was added to the 
actual weight of the car and this sum was 
multiplied by the number of miles sovered by 
the car.

Mr. Stevens, owner of the Darracq cay, 
was out of the city and Secretary S. M. Butieg 
accepted the silver medal! for him. 

An Interesting comparison, which showed how 
close to a perfect system ff determining re- 
sults the committee came in its formula, was 
the position of the five leading cars on the 
basis of actual work done by pounds for the 
number of miles traveled. This pound-mile 
achedule is the product of the actual weight in 
pounds of the car loaded, multiplied by the dis- 
tance traveled.

A GOOD WORD FOR TRADES UNIONS. 

According to The Typographical Jour- 
nal the International Union has paid 
out of its “defense fund” on account 
of the fight for an eight-hour day 
$612,277. This considerable sum 
small beside the loss of a month's 
wages by the anthracite miners, which 
may be figured at from $8,000,000 to 
$10,000,000, according to estimates of 
the average wage and the number of 
miners idle. As neither “ fight” was 
won, it might seem as though there 
was proof of waste and room for dis- 
couragement. And it might also seem 
as though employers had ground for 
grievance in being subjected to the i 
noyance implied in these pugnacious ex- 
penditures. 

But this only partially states the 
case. From the unionists’ point of 
view struggles for higher pay or short- 
er hours may at least maintain enjoyed 
advantages, which otherwise perhaps 
might be reduced if that course seemed 
safe. And even if some struggles are 
lost others are gained without which the 
unions would occupy less advantageous 
positions. It is not upon the record 
that employers as a rule voluntarily 
advance wages or reduce hours accord- 
ing to profits. Mr. MITCHELL said 
there is no case of concession of bene- 
fits without demand in the anthracite 
trade. 

Nor are the unions an unmixed {11 to 
the employers. They may be and some- 
times actually are managed in a man- 
ner beneficial to both employers and 
employed. In the coal industry there 
have been cases in which the central 
body suspended anthracite unions for 
unnecessary strikes, and in the bitu- 
minous branch order and stability have 
been promoted by reasonable proced- 
ure by the union managers. If only 
all unions at all times would demean 
themselves according to the professions 
of their saner moments their benefits 
would be more appreciated.

than criminal, For the one effort has 
| been to utilize natural fertility as quickly 
as possible, without a thought of the fu- 
ture. As a result land has been used up 
and worn out in enormous quantities, and 
the so-called wheat kings have kept mov- 
ing on and on, always leaving great deso- 
lated tracts behind them, and now they 
are crossing the frontier into Canada to 
play the same extravagant, short-sighted 
game there, The magazine articles care- 
fully refrain from mentioning the fact 
that the New Ingland farmers. can, and 
some of them do, raise on their despised 
acres two or three times as much wheat 
as is secured by the most fortunate of 
the wholesale land-skinners—from the 
same amount of land. As Mr. Hitz put 
it, “‘I am sorry to tell you that it takes 
on an average two and a half acres now 
to produce as much wheat as one acre 
used to produce in the early days. Our 
farmers are not as wise or as good a class 
as the Canadians. Your farmers husband 
their soil; ours take every ounce they can 
get out of it, with the result just stated.”’ 

Some day, of course, real farming will be- 
gin in the Western wheat lands. There 
has been Httle or none of it up to the 
present time, but the plan of ‘“ moving 
on" will soon have to be abandoned for 
lack of any more soil not yet exploited.

It is a shame for the rich City of New 
York to deny to its children the most 
perfect facilities for education. It is a 
mistake to suppose that New York City 
pays a higher school tax than many other 
communities. The fact is that thousands 
of cities, towns, villages, even rural dis- 
tricts in the United States pay a higher 
school tax than this city and do not 
grumble about it either. 

Let the city provide school rooms, suf- 
ficient in number and suitable in situa- 
tion and arrangement; let the city pro- 
vide a teacher for every thirty pupils 
enrolled, then it will have a right to ex- 
pect results and not till then.

IN THE CONFERENCE 


Aldrich and Hepburn Agree to 
Drop Numerous Amendments. 


PIPE LINE CONTROL IS ONE 


La Follette, Stung by Colleagues’ Af- 
fronts, Makes a Stand on the Sen- 
ate, but Is Beaten Repeatedly. 


Special to The, New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 14.—There is some 
concern among the friends of the Kate 
bill as to what will be done with it in 
conference. Senator Aldrich and Repre- 
sentative Hepburn had a conference late 
to-day outside the Senate Chamber on 
the pending amendments. It was agreed 
by them that many amendments had been 
put on the bill that in the heat of feel- 
ing had obtained votes that otherwise 
would have been denied them. Hepburu 
and Alirich agreed that these should be 
knocked out in conference. 

The amendment specifically placing ex- 
press companies and sleeping cars under 
the operation of the law, both Aldrich 
and Hepburn agreed should be taken out, 
and an effort will also be made to cut 
out the Lodge amendment putting pipe 
lines* under the law. Representative 
Hepburn believes that the bill has been 
loaded up with amendments that make It 
cumbersome and increases the prospects 
of stubborn resistance from the corpora- 
tions In the courts. To safeguard it in 
the main features concerned with rate 
control he would have it stripped of what 
he regards as obnoxious amendments. 

La Follette, whom for a week past the 
Senate has-been consistently snubbing, 
hazing, and occasionally openly insulting, 
had the centre of the stage to-day. Many 
important amendments were offered and 
voted down. Most of them were offered 
by La Follette, who again faced the de- 
termination of his Republican colleagues 
to repudiate everything he might urge. 
The Wisconsin Senator's first encounter 
was with Hale, the floor leader. La, Fol- 
lette had offered his amendment calling 
for the valuation from and after July 1 
next of all the railroads in the country. 
While several Senators were on their 
feet to speak, Hale moved to lay the 
amendment on the table, and La Fol- 
lette promptly challenged him, 

“T am not indifferent,”” said La Fol- 
lette, ‘‘to the deliberate intention of my 
Republican colleagues to apply to every 
amendment that I may offer the motion 
to lay it on the table. The Senator from 
Maine has made this motion repeatedly 
on the amendments that I have offered, 
and no others, except one offered by the 
Senator from Mississippi, (McLaurin,) 
vhich was the same as one I had of- 
fered and therefore had to be tabled for 
censistency. As long as I am a member 
of this Senate there shall never be an« 
other unanimous consent agreement 
which will permit the denial to any Scene 
ator of a straight vote for or against his 
imendments,”” 


HALE WINS FINALLY. 


Hale took his seat without replying. 
This time La Follette’s determined stand 
had an effect. After a discussion of the 
point of order whether the motion to ta- 
ble was not in violation of the unanimous 
consent rule under which the Senate is 
considering the amendments to the Rate 
bill, the motion by the Maine Senator 
was voted down and La Follette proceed- 
ed to make an argument in favor of. hig 
amendment. Then Hale again made his 


motion, and this time the amendment was 

laid on the table by a vote of 40 to 27. 

A little later La. Follette offered his 
amendment incorporating in the hill. the 
Employers’ Liability act. This proposi- 
tion gave the Senate an uneasy half hour. 
The House bill on the subject has been 
in the hands of the Inter-State Commerce 
Committee of the Senate for months, but 
no decisive action has been had on it. At 
the same time the measure is one in 
which there is widespread interest, and 
the labor organizations promise to make 
political reprisals in the next campaign 
unless it is passed. 

Senator Elkins said he supposed the 
Wisconsin Senator did not know that the 
House had passed a very good bill on the 
subject, and the Inter-State Commerce 
Committee had been at work on it, and 
had some important amendments to make 
to it. La Follette was quick to reply that 
he was aware of the existence of the bill. 

‘“* Have you read it?’ asked Elkins. 

“T have,” said La Follette. ‘In fact, I 
have it in my hand.” 

** Have you read thé committee’s amend- 
ments?’ asked Elkins. 

“T have read those amendments,” an- 
swered the imperturbable La Follette, 
“and in my opinion they eviscerate all 
that was good in the House Dbill.”’ 

Elkins turned red upon the red his com- 
plexion always wears, and the Republican 
Senators broke out into a hearty_laugh. 
Elkins abandoned the struggie. But the 
amendment was voted down. 

Senator Foraker, without any expecta- 
tion of success, moved his amendment 
which he has urged consistently for many 
months, providing for a hearing on the 
question of unreasonable rates directly 
by the courts an‘ thus avoiding the hear- 

jing before the commission and then hav- 
ling a review by the courts. Only ten 
Senators voted for the amendment and 
fifty-six were recorded against it. ‘The 
ten who voted for it were Aldrich, Bulke-

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CARL SCHURZ IS DEAD 
AFTER AWEEK’S ILLNESS, 


Statesman and Soldier Expired 
Early Yesterday. 


RELATIVES WERE WITH HIM) 


A Private Funeral on Thursday —A |} 
Memorial Service Later—The Pres- 
ident Sends Condolences. 


Carl Schurz, the soldier, statesman, and | 
writer, who was Secretary of the Interior | 
under President Hayes, died at his home, | 
24 East Ninety-first Street, at 4:35 o'clock 
yesterday morning. His death was due}; 
to a complication of diseases. He had 
been seriously ill about a week. 

Mr. Schurz had reached the age of 77. 
He lapsed into a state of coma about 
10 o’clock on Sunday evening, and did} 
not regain consciousness again. 

There was a group of relatives and in- 
timate friends in the house when the} 
end came. Those who were by the bed-/ 
side were Mr. Schurz's two |

In ‘‘ The Embarrassment of Riches,’” 
produced at Wallack’s Theatre last even- 
ing, Louis Kaufman Anspacher has writ- 
ten what comes as near to being an actual 
comedy of New York life as has been 
seen in many moons.

The audience was 
not large. Mr. Sherwood has seldom 
| played in New York in recent seasons; 
| yet he has for years been distinguished ag 
j}one of the most original and independent 
jof native-pianists, and has made a place 
for himself in the records of American 
art that is quite his own. His playing has 
j interesting and engaging qualities, Nor 
is he one who travels in the beaten track 
|of pianists’ programmes. He presented a 
[strangely assorted list of pieces last 
jevening; some of them were unearthed 
from works of composers now seldom dis- 
turbed by the recital givers, but it was

much of it, if not all, was agreeable to 
listen to.

While still in the Senate, Mr. Schurz, 
deeply concerned at the state of political 
demoralization in the country, aided in 
organizing the Liberal Republican move- 
ment in Missouri, which afterward devel- 
oped into the Liberal Republican move- 
ment fn the Nation and in the nomination 
of Horace Greeley for President, which 
he, with deep misgiving, supported. 
After the overwhelming defeat of Greeley 
in 1872 Mr. Schurz returned to the sup- 
port, but always to the absolutely inde- 
pendent support, of the Republican Party. 
He led the canvass for Mr. Hayes in 
Ohio in the Fall of 1875, in which the} 
signal triumph of sound money made Mr. 
Hayes the candidate of his party next} 
year for; the Presidency. In 1877 Mr. | 
Schurz entered the Cabinet of Mr. Hayes: 
as Secretary of the Interior. Apart from 
his steady influence in the direction of 
sound money, which counted for much in 
the veto of the Free Silver bill, the admin- 
istration of his own department was sol- 
idly successful and, in a very unusual! 
manner, brilllant. He made radical and| 
practical reforms in the policy of the de- 
partment with reference to the Indians | 
laid the foundation for the honest} 
and just system that has since been car- 
ried out. He rendered a like service with 
regard to the public lands. He introduced 
the idea of systematic forestry which has 
since been so far advanced. But his 
greatest and most important service was 
in the application and evolution of the] 
merit system long before it had obtained 
nition in law. He promptly and 
completely abolished the spoils system, 
made no removals save for cause or for 
reduction of expense, made promotions 
solely for tested merit, and adopted the 
plan of competitive examination, supple- 
mented by probation, as the means for 
testing merit {n both promotions and} 
original appointments. To these rules he 
refused to make any exception, even in 
the case of his private secretary. His 
actual experience In office thus made him} 
in after years one of the most effective 
and formidable advocates of civil service! 
reform. 2

McClure’s Magazine. In politics he was 
the animating spirit in what was known 
as the Mugwump movement that led to 
the election of Grover Cleveland and the! 
defeat of Mr. Blaine. His service in this | 
movement was probably unequaled by 
that of one other single worker, save 
George William Curtis. It was renewed 
in 1888 and again, with signal results, in 
1892. In 1 , when the issue was that! 
of sound money, he took up with wonder- | 
ful effect the support of Mr. McKinley 
as the representative of the right side of | 
that issue. In 1900 he opposed Mr. Mc-' 
Kinley on the issue of anti-imperialism, 
which appealed very strongly to his sense 
of open y and justice.

The life of Carl Schurz divides {tself 
naturaliy in three periods—that of his 
youth before coming to this country, 
which closed with his retirement from 
active public life at the end of President! 
Hayes’s Administration, and that which! 
closes with his death, for his unresting | 
energy hardly flagged as long as life: 
lasted. The activities of these periods! 
are not sharply differentiated, and a! 
thread of consistent purpose ran through 
them all, but their general scope was suf- | 
ficiently varied to make the division con- 
venient. 

Mr. Schurz was born on the 2d of 
March, 1829, in the little hamlet of Liblar, 
in the neighborhood of Cologne, and at 
the age of 17 entered the University of 
Bonn. Two years later, under the influ-/ 
ence of Prof. Kinkel, Schurz joined with 
enthusiasm in the insurrectionary move- 
ment, and served as Adjutant under Gen. | 
Tiedemann until the capture of the} 
Fortress of Rastadt, from which he 
escaped into Switzerland, only to return 
the next year to rescue Kinkel, then in 
prison under a life sentence—a project 
earried out with infinite ingenuity and |} 
audacity in November, 1850. For. the 
next two years Schurz lived in Paris and 
in London, acting as correspondent of! 
German papers and making himself! 
familiar with the two languages, which 
he did witn extraordinary thoroughness. 
In 1852 he married Margaret Meyer, of a 
wealihy Hamburg family, and concluded 
to remove to America. In this first period 
of his manhood Schurz had demonstrated 
his possession of heroic courage, physical 
and moral, absolute loyalty to friendship 
and to conviction, a’ keen and acquisitive 
mind, great resolution and persistence in 
any course that’ appealed to his con- 
science, and an unusual tact in persuad-j; 
ing and convincing others by voice and} 

en. ‘‘ After much reading and dream- 
ng,”” he declared, “I turned my eyes 
across the Atlantic Ocean; America and 
Americans, as I fancied them, appeared

Copper trade interests in this country 
have for a long time said that the Euro- 
pean copper dealers, in their speculative 
{operations at least, were counting on a 
| hidden supply of copper which, sooner or 
| later, would be forced on the market. It 
| has been said that many of those who 
‘have gone short of copper in London 
have expected these secret hoards to ap- 

ar soon enough to enable them to cover 
heir short contracts at a profit. Those 
in a position to speak authoritatively on 
the copper market maintain that these 
rumored stocks of the metal are imag- 
inary. 

In some quarters the belief has been 
expressed that a ye part of the copper 
which was sent to China last year did not 
actually go into consumption, but was 
bein eld there for American account 
until such time as a market could be 
found for It. 

A little of this metal has found its way 
back to this country and to Europe, but 
this return movement has been too smal] 
to confirm the rumored storing of copper 
in China.

Promoter on Trial in Boston—400 Pcr 
Cent. Profit Promised. 


BOSTON, May 14.—Ferdinand E. 
Borges, formerly of Indiana, and an_al- 
leged promoter of the Ubero Plantation 
Company, was placed on trial to-day on 
an indictment charging larceny in con- 
nection with the operations of the Ubero 
Company. The complainants against 
Borges allege that their losses aggregate 
$1,500,000. Thousands of individuals in- 
vested in the company’s shares, it is said. 

The same Grand Jury which indicted 
Borges also reported a bill against W#l- 
iam D. Owen, an ex-Congressman and 
ex-Secretary of State for Indiana, who 
was alleged to have been associated with 
Borges in the promotion of the Ubero 
Company. Owen has not yet been ar- 
rested. 

Lawyer Chase made a long preliminary 
Statement to the jury, The Government 
contends that the Boston company was 
amalgamated with several oher ‘‘ Ubero”’ 
companies, and that the concern was 
fraudulently conducted and in a manner 


intended to induce investors to purchase 
stock. 

Many letters written by Borges in con- 
nection with the promotion of the com- 
pany were introduced by Attorney Chase. 
One letter, to a Kansas City man, urged 
him to invest in the company, which 
planned to give ‘‘ ground-floor stoakhold- 
ers 400 per cent. profit.’ A letter dated 
in 1900 to Owens from Borges read: 

“The East seems a virgin and fertile 
field,’’ and Boston was the place for the 
company’s headquarters, because of the 
large capital and the number of women 
investors, 

It is expected that the trial will last 
several weeks.

MAYOR CHECKS EFFORT 
TO GRAB CITY’S LAND 


Vetoes Bill Legalizing Encroach- 


ment on Streets. 
| 


/MANY SUITS ARE PENDING 


The Bill Vetoed Was Passed for the 
New Amsterdam Theatre and the 
Knickerbocker Trust Company, 


Mayor McClellan checked an effort to 
legalize building encroachments on the 
public streets when he vetoed yesterday 
the bill passed by thé last Legislature in 
the interests of the New Amsterdam The- 
atre and the Knickerbocker Trust Com- 
pany. Both of these institutions’ build- 
ings encroach on public streets, and suits 
against their owners have been brought 
by the city to compel the removal of such 
parts of the buildings as are over the line. 

In a memorandum which accompanied 
the rejected bill to Albany the Mayor de- 
clared that “the plain purpose of the bill 
is to legalize and validate certain en- 
croachments and obstructions which have 
been illegally erected upon the public 
streets, It is proposed to amend the char- 
ter by inserting a provision that, In all 
cases where the structures have been 
erected on the city streets pursuant to a 
resolution or ordinance of the Board of 
Aldermen, they shall continue undis- 
turbed until the board shall, by general 

|crdinance, declare that the spaces occu- 
| pled are required for public convenience,” 

The Mayor declares that the title for 
the public streets is held by the munici- 
pality in trust for the people, and he 
doubts the power of the Legislature to 
permit private persons to usurp the 
streets. He objects to any attempt to 
legalize the encroachments because the 
Board of Aldermen may have passed reso- 
lutions permitting them. He says the very 
act of the owners in seeking such resolu- 
tions from the Aldermen showed they 

knew they were erecting illegal structures. 

The Mayor, in the memorandum, also 
says he is informed that one building 

which is situated on one of the 
most valuable corners of the city, en- 
;croaches upon the street to the extent of 
| 1,250 square feet, while another is so built 
|; that the owner derives a revenue of $3,000 
ja year from the stands and shops erected 
on city property. Such conditions, the 
| Mayor declares, are intolerable. 
| After the Mayor’s veto was announced, 
Corporation Counsel Delany said that the 
city’s case against the Knickerbocker 
Trust Company for its encroachment at 
Fifth Avenue and Thirty-fourth Street 
was on the calendar of the Supreme Court 
and would be reaclged within ten days for 
trial.

SPIER’S ESTATE MAY SUE. 


| Talk of Suit Against Brokers for Selil- 
ing His Securities.

Boy Stole Money from His Employers’ 
Mail and Feared the Girl 
Would Betray Him. 


From his bed in Bellevue Hospital six- 
teen-year-old Jacob Meyerowitz has at 
last told the police the real truth about | 
how he and Bella Hecht came to be found 
lying stabbed and unconscious on the 
floor of the jewelry store of Meyerowitz 
Brothers at 37 Maiden Lane one afternoon 
last month. The boy now confesses that 
he did the stabbing himself. He also ad- 
mits that he had been stealing money 
from the concern’s mail and that he was 
afraid that the Hecht girl, who was also 
employed by the jewelry firm, had found 
out about the thefts and would report 
them. The boy also told the police that 
he was anxious to go back to Russia. 

Young Meyerowitz’s first story was 
quite different from this. He said then 
that while he and Miss Hecht were left 
alone in the office at the luncheon hour 
a burglar entered the room from a front 
window, stabbed them both, and then, 
fearing their cries would reach the e&rs 
of persons in the street, had jumped out 
of a back window and got away. The 
Hecht girl, who is only 15 years old, is 
still in the Hudson Street Hospital. It 
was said there last night that, although 
the girl is getting along well, the doctors 
do not think it best that she should be 
questioned yet. 

From the boy's confession it seems that 
for several months previous to the stab- 
bing he had been opening letters belong- 
ing to the firm. He took nearly $12,(Kx 
in notes, which he is said to haye de- 
stroyed because he feared they would 
lead to the discovery of his stealings. 
He also admits having taken nearly $1,000 
worth of diamonds from the safe, some 
of which he serft to his father, who lives 
in Riga, Russia. The boy says he want- 
ed to help pay the expenses of his moth- 
er, who is in an insane asylum at Kiev. 
Young Meyerowitz has been in this coun- 
try only nine months. His father is 
grandfather of the Meyerowitz brothers 
of the jewelry firm. The sixteen-year-old 
boy is therefore an uncle of his employ- 
ers. 

On the morning of the day the stab- 
bing occurred, Rose Meyerowitz, a sister 
of the members of the firm, was in charge 
of the office. She missed a five-dollar 
bill from the cash drawer and half joking- 
ly made all the employes empty their 
pockets. When she came to young Meyor- 
owitz, he refused to show her the con- 
tents of one pocket, and when she in- 
sisted, he turned very pale. She found 
he had about $1.70 that he could not ac- 
eount for, 

“ven then,” says Miss Meyerowitz, 
“TJ didn't accuse him of anything. I pe- 
HMeved from. the way his face changed, 
however. that he had something on his | 
consetence. An hour later when I went 
to luncheon, the stabbing occurred.”

CITY’S POWER OVER TOLLS. 


Controller Asks About the Right to Fix 
Telephone Charges. 


Controller Metz has asked Corporation 
Counsel Delany for an opinion as to the 
power of the city to enforce a franchise 
provision fixing a maximum toll for a 
telephone company. The opinion is asked 
because of the proposal advanced. by 
Martin W. Littleton, counsel @ the At- 
lantic Telephone Company, offering to the 
city a two-cent per call rate to subscrib- 
ers, if the city should exact no money 
for the franchise. The matter now is be- 
fore the Board of Estimate. The Con- 
trolier calls attention to the report made 
by Harry P. Nichols, Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Franchises, 

"I understand,” reported Mr. Nichols, 


“that independent telephone companies 
obtained franchises from the cities of 
Toledo and Baltimore which gave those 
cities power to regulate the rates. After 
fetting the systems in operation each of 
hese companies increase the rates 
above those specified. In Toledo the mat- 
ter was carried to the courts, which, [I a: 
informed, held that the city had no legal 
Pent to establish a maximum rate. In 
Itimore legal proceedings were had to 
enjoin the company from advancing its 
rates, and the defense of the company 
was the same as that in the Toledo case.” 
The Controller said yest that he 
had examined the act under which the 
mpire City Subway Com y recetved 
te franchise. He declared he was cen- 
vigosd ther be e yn Soule take over the 
subways at a upen ent of 
their cost, and that this gave oo alee the 
whiphand in the télephone situation.
